”# In Hesston the percentage of average attendance of the members dwindled from 50 
to 27°08 during the year. *Lhe majority of the members who live in the interior of the 
district take very little interest in. their duties and are deterred from coming to meetin by 
the distance, risk, fatigue and expense of the journey to head-quarters. In Palamau Tas 
has been a decrease of 4:4 per-cent., which is principally due to the fact that most of the 
members live at long distances from head-quarters. In Lohardaga, Manbhum and Singh- 
bhum, there has been a slight improvement on. the figures of the previous year; but thé 
attendance is by no means what it should be, and the charge of lack of. interest is not confined 
to Hazaribagh.

In Hazaribagh there has been a falling off in the receipts under the heads of ‘ Miscella- 
neous receipts’ and ‘Grant from Government,’ while in Loh a there has been a 
falling off under these two heads as well as under, the head of ‘Cess on lands.’ The decrease 
under the head of ‘Miscellaneous receipts’ in both the districts of Hazaribagh and 
Lohardaga is due to ordinary causes, while that under the head of ‘Cess on lands’ in 
Lo is due to the fact that the cesses payable by the Maharaja of Chota Nagpur fell 
due on the 28th March 1894, and consequently could not be collected during the year. In 
the two districts of Manbhum and Singhbhum the balance at the close of the year approximated 
the limit of one quarter’s income prescribed in paragraph 9 of Government Resolution 
No. 4228R.C., dated the 18th December 1885. In Hazaribagh, Lohardaga and Palamau, 
the accounts closed with heavy balances, omrmneny in Palamau where more than 85 per cent. 
ofthe year’s income remained unexpended. The heavy closing balance in the district of 
Hazaribagh is partly due to the largo open balance with which the year began, and partly 
to an unexpended balance under the head of ‘ Original works,’ which could not be completed

Working of the District Road Committee.—The attendance of the non-official members 

of the District Road Committee during the year under report was unsatisfactory; for 

out of six non-officials, one attended three and three two meetings, one resigned, and one did 

not attend six consecutive meetings. Out of the five meetings held during the year under 

report, three were special and two ordinary meetings, one ordinary meeting having been 
journed for want of a quorum. ; . . ; 

2. The demand on account of cess on lands and mines during the ear including arrears 
of last year amounted to Rs. 49,035, of which Rs. 41,672 was collected within the year, leayi 
a balance outstanding at the close of the year of Rs. 7,363. The whole of the balance fe 
due on the 28th March 1894, but could not be realized within the year. 

8. Original Works.—Provision was made in the budget for Rs. 10,500 to meet the cost 
of a road from Chapka to the boundary of the district towards Sirguja State, but the proposal 
for carrying out the work was subsequently abandoned. A survey was, however, made, and 
drawings prepared for a portion of this road. Salwood railings 120 feet in ange were cons 
sieuctelly ey the approaches of the Pandra bridge on the 4th mile of the i- Lohardaga 
road. 

4, Repairs.—The several roads in tho district (454} miles in length) were maintained 
in passable condition by surface repairs, patch repairs to, and in some cases, renewal of, 
gravelling, and renewal or petty repairs to temporary bridges and culverts. 

5. Pillage roads, 152 mites-—Ten miles of road were constructed in place of village tracks ; 
two miles gravelled. Several temporary bridges were constructed. Over 145 miles of 
roads were kept passable by petty repairs. Besides the above, nearly 100 miles of village 
tracks were spewed and made passable for carts during the cold weather with the help of 
the villagers under the supervision of the Department. 

6. Arboricultwre,—1,189 seedlings of kuranj, mango, jack, jamun, teak, mahogany and 
toon were planted in order to fill up the vacancies, in eu along 24 miles of new 
lengths to have a continuous line of plantation from end to end of each road. All the 
roadside trees were trimmed, and they were maintained throughout the year : 1,392 large 
dellas (bamboo gabions) of approved type were supplied for the er paca of plants, besides 
1,638 dellas of ordinary finds A nursery has been kept up at head-quarters, and plants of 
mahogany, teak, mango, jack, mahua, paren, sal, peepul, jamun, bur, and tamarind, 881 in 
number, were raised during the year. A small nursery was made in the compound of the 
Lohardaga bungalow, where mohua, kuranj, and jack numbering 95 were grown. 

7. Staging bungalows.—The thatched roofs with bamboo framings of tho staging huts at 
Jamchua, Bhandra, and Gamaria, were replaced by tiled roofs with salwood battens. Out- 
houses to the staging huts at Jamchua and Bhandra were also constructed. Petty repairs 
a done to the Road Oess office bungalow and. godown, two inspection bungalows and 
six huts. 

8. Sanitation.—Twelve natural springs (daris), from which the people of this district 
generally get their ay = drinking water, were improved by protecting them with masonry 
walls at bom Karra, dra, Bero, Nagri, Dehkela, Muruchkol, Kuru, Jamchua, Taimara, 
Rahey, and Anandi. Repairs were done to the well in the Karra thana compound. 

. Establishment.—Tho establishments under the Road Cess Act are :—

Working of the District Road Committee.—Thirteon mectings of the District Road 
Committee were held during the year, in all of which sufficient number of members was 
present to form a quoram. The members residing in and nearer to the head-quarters station 
were more regular in their attendance than those living far off. ‘The average attendance of 
the members was 7°3, against 7°5 in tho preceding year. : 

. Working of the Cess Act.—The Road Cess was levied, at the maximum rate of half 
an anna in the rupee both on the annual value of lands and on the annual net profits 
from mines. Tho demand on account of cess on lands and mines during the year 
was Rs. 21,788. The decrease of Rs. 48 is owing to the cancelment of the assessment 
of the Dihri coal mine sanctioned by the Board of Revenue in their letter No. 187A. of the 
14th April 1894, and the reduction of cess assessment regarding the two newly-cultivated 
ieces of land and the Koa and Kuth mahals in the Palamau Government Estate, sanctioned 
y the Board in their letter No, 391A., dated the 6th September 1893. As the order of the 
Board reducing the cess took retrospective effect from the beginning of the year 1892-93 
under section 37 of the Act, the arrears noticed in the re for that year also decreased by’ 
Rs. 48. Thus tho current demand Rs. 21,788 plus the reduced arrear demand Rs. 3,248 gave 
a total of Rs. 25,036 for realization during the year 1893-94. Of this amount Rs. 22,687 
(including Rs. 612 proviously paid in advance) were collected, leaving a balance of Rs. 2,349 
at the end of the year. A further sum of Rs, 782 was collected on account of advance for 
future years. Out of the balance of Rs. 2,349, a sum of Rs, 966 isdub from the Ty 
Oommissioner of Lohardaga for Road Voss due from the portions of the Chota Nagpur te 
situated within the local jurisdiction of Palamau. The remaining arrears are due from the 
Jagirdari Estates, which are never in the habit of paying cosses on due dates and until cert- 
ficates are enforced, and as these amounts were on account of the March instalment, no steps 
could be aly taken for their recovery within the year. 

3. e income of the Committee for the year was nearly double of that of the preceding 
year owing to the following reasons :— 

(1) Tho large outstanding arrear cess of the preceding year being all realized within 
the year 1893-94, 

(2) No grant from Government was received in 1892-93, whereas Rs, 14,448-5-4 was 
received during 1893-94. This amount includes a special grant of Rs. 13,000 
for the construction of a new road from Garhwa, the principal trade mart 
of the district towards the Political State of Sirguja. The remaining amount 
was on account of contribution towards the vp Aa the Cogs Collection Hstablish- 
ment and of the District Engineer and for the repairs to the Public Works 
Department buildings. 

4, The expenditure in 1893-94 was Rs. 19,801 (excluding advance and deposits), against 
Rs. 8,499 in the precoding year. The increase is due to a — amount being ph on 
Public Works Establishment and on works and repairs. In 1892-93 no original work could 
be done owing to the causes mentioned in the previous year’s report, whereas Rs. 4,046 was 

t in 1893-94. The nditure on repairs in 1892-93 was only Rs. 8,830, whereas 
s. 9,360 were spent in 1893-94, Besides these items, the expenditure of both years was 
very much the same, and therefore requires no comment. 

5. Original work.—The following original works were completed during the year at a 
cost of Rs. 4,046-5-10, against the Budget allotment of Rs. 27,508 — 

(1) Construction of a 20-feet bridge with timber roadway on the 14th mile of the Dal- 
tonganj (towards Sherghatty) road at a cost of Rs. 1,162-2-3, The bridge is of 
rubble stone masonry in lime mortar, with roadway of 4” planking supported 
on sal beams 13” x 9” in section and pucka flooring and curtain wall. 

(2) Construction of two small diversions on the 31st A | 38th miles of the above road 
to improve the alignment. The Ist diversion is 19 chains and the 2nd 9 chains 
in length. The costs of these diversions were Rs. 742-11-10 and Rs. 144-4-7 


respectively. 

(8) Construction of an 8-feet pucka culvert on the 15th mile of the Daltoriganj-Maharaj- 
ganj road at a cost of Rs. 422-13-6. The abutments are of rubble stone 
masonry in lime mortar and the roadway of 4” sal planking su) et on sal 
beams; width of road 18 feet, and width of roadway over culvert q feet clear. 

(4) Construction of a 7-feet pucka culvert with timber sabe on the 2ist mile of the 
above road. This work was not finally paid for within the year owing to certain 
defects in the masonry. The details of this culvert are procisely the same as 
those of the 8-feet one mentioned above. 

(5) Construction of a staging bungalow at Manka on the 26th mile of the Daltonganj-

: and levels for this extension were completed in Patiuiy 1894, and the Com- 
; missioner’s sanction to the project is awaited. 
6, Repairs.—Of the 305} miles of fair weather roads in the district, 2844 miles are of 
olass IfI and 21 miles of class V. The sum expended in executing repairs to class III 
roads amounted to Rs. 8,841-10-4 out of a Budget grant of Rs. 9,750 and a sum of Rs. 517-14-8 
was spent in improving class V roads out of a ~e allotment of Rs. 700. Thus the 
. total expenditure on the IIT and V class roads during year amounted to Rs, 9,359-9, or 
an average of Rs. 30-10-83 per mile of road. The principal items of work executed in repair- 
ing the roads are:— 
1) Executing surface repairs and maintaing road surface in fair order. 
2) New drain cutting to improve drainage of roads, especially on steep grades.

7. Village roads.—There was an allotment of Rs. 700 under this head, out of which 
Rs. 517-14-8 was spent in executing earthwork in drains and reducing the grades of 8 miles

8. Staging bungalows.—A. sum of Rs. 170-7-5 was spent in executing repairs to the 
staging bungalows at Daltonganj, Chandwa and Kajreo out of a budget grant of Rs. 800 
for works under head ‘ staging bungalow, petty constructions and repairs.” 

Arboriculture.—There are over 1,400 roadside trees, which were maintained during 
the year, besides planting out a few hundreds of new seedlings to fill up vacancies in the 
lines of trees already planted. As the roadside trees were in want of efficient protection 
from cattle, the operations of the year were directed chiefly towards providing substantial 
bamboo gabions and brushwood fences, with a view to protect the trees already planted, instead 
of Fons out more trees on the roadside unprotected.

‘The gross demand on account of cess on lands and quarries and Lips» =o} 
the year under review, was Rs. 4,872, including Rs. 235 remitted to the Collector of Mi pore 
on account of Road Cess due to him for the years 1892-98 and 1893-94. Thus, the gross net 
demand of the District was Rs. 4,637 against Rs. 4,706 in the previous year. Out of this 
demand, Rs. 4,541 were collected within the year, Rs. 8 remitted, and Rs. 68 recommended - 
for remission, thus leaving an outstanding balance of Rs. 20 at the close. Out of this balance, 
Rs. 20, the sum of Rs. 5 was realized in April 1894, hence the actual balance to be realized 
was Rs. 15 only.

The works in the Subarnarekha river ghat cutting have nearly been finished. Out of the 
estimated cost of Rs. 4,814 for the work, the expenditure incurred up to the close of the year 
under review was Rs. 4,203. The ghat, asthe District Engineer says, is now open to 
traffic. Rupees 8-8-5 were spent in giving wee pee for lands required for portions of the 9th 
and 10th miles of the Chaibassa-Amda No. 4. In completing the improvement works 
in the Chakradharpur shelter-house there was an expenditure of Rs. 7. The total cost 
incurred under head ‘original works’ during the year was Rs. 6,830 against Rs. 4,609 in 
the previous year.

Of this total expenditure, 
Rs. 675 were incurred in repairing gravelling on all the roads aggregating 2-13 
miles in length, Rs. 919 were spent in maintaining and improving the class 
roads (10° in number and 156 miles in length), Rs. 135 were. spent in repairing five 
village roads both in Dhalbhum and Kolhan, aggregating 51 miles in length, Rs. 332 
were spent in repairing and maintaining 12 culverts and bridges on the several roads of the 
district, and the balance Rs. 2,209 was spent on earthwork in raising low portions of the 
several roads and filling up ruts and gc | rain damages, &c. As far as the limited 
funds at the disposal of the Committee would permit, all the roads were made passable for 
cart traffic. Side drains of the several roads were also. attended to during the year. 
Several district ronds passing through the territories of the Political Chiefs were also 
maintained and kept in good order at the cost of the Committee. The Chiefs do not care 
tokeep these roads in good condition at their own expense, al! h their peoplo are greatly 
benefited by them. As a matter of fairness, they certainly should help in the matter. 

5. Arborioulture:—Of the 976 trees planted during the year, 627 trees are in a 
flourishing condition. The remaining 349 did not thrive, and in fact many of these died 
within the year. Rs. 3875 were spent in plainting roadside trees. 976 young trees were
